Cat-Fixing Clinic Riles Parents 


WASHINGTON I The fur was still flying Monday 
as parents demanded to know why a cat spay 
and neutering clinic was held in a Northwest 
Washington grade school. Facing concern over 
health risks, officials decided to cancel Tuesday 
classes to finish cleaning the school. 

About 500 cats were fixed in operat- 
ing rooms set up in the cafeteria and some 
classrooms and hallways at John Eaton 
Elementary School over the weekend. 

Parents complained that they had not been 
notified about the event. Dana Grasty said her 
daughter — a sixth grader with asthma and 


an allergy to cats — would have had to stay 
home if classes hadn’t been canceled. “She 
will go into an immediate cardiac arrest,” 
Grasty said. 

School officials said arrangements were 
being made for a group of parents to observe 
the cleaning process and point out any con- 
cerns. They also said this was the last time a city 
school would be turned into a veterinary office. 

“In retrospect, looking at this particular 
whole process ... we won’t do this particu- 
lar project again,” assistant superintendent

In Europe, 
Bush Calls 
For Unity 

Trip aims to mend relations 
strained during first term 

BRUSSELS, BELGIUM I President Bush and 
French President Jacques Chirac said Monday 
they had patched up their differences over 
Iraq as Bush appealed for European unity 
in helping to spread democracy across the 
Middle East. 

On the first full day of Bush’s fence-mend- 
ing tour of Europe, he and Chirac said they 
were committed to restoring good relations 
despite their disagreement over the Iraq war. 

“I’m looking for a good cowboy,” Bush joked 
when a French reporter asked him whether 
relations had improved to 
the point where the U.S. 
president would be invit- 
ing Chirac to the U.S. pres- 
ident’s ranch in Texas. 

Chirac said that U.S.- 
French relations have 
been excellent for 200 
years and the war had 
not changed that. 

Bush prodded Russia to reverse its crack- 
down on political dissent, suggesting Moscow’s 
efforts to join the World Trade Organization 
could hinge on it. He said he would press the 
point when he meets with Russian President 
Vladimir Putin later this week. He also 
demanded that Iran end its nuclear ambi- 
tions and told Syria to get out of Lebanon. 

Europe seemed eager for Bush’s charm 
offensive after bitter divisions over global cli- 
mate control, Iraq and other issues. European 
officials have complained Bush did not listen 
to them during his first term, and they wanted

WASHINGTON I The Earth maybe 
on the brink of a worldwide epi- 
demic from a bird flu virus that 
may mutate to become as deadly 
and infectious as viruses that killed 
millions during three influenza pan- 
demics of the 20th century, a fed- 
eral health official 
said Monday. 

Dr. Julie L. 

Gerberding, head 
of the Centers for 
Disease Control and 
Prevention, said sci- 
entists expect that a 
flu virus that has swept through 
chickens and other poultry in 
Asia will genetically change into 
a flu that can be transmitted from 
person to person. 

She made the remarks in a ple- 
nary lecture at the national meeting 
of the American Association for the 
Advancement of Science. 

In Asia, there have already been 
a number of deaths among people 
who caught the flu from chickens 
or ducks. 

The CDC chief said her agency is 
getting ready for a possible pandem- 
ic next year. A team is monitoring 
the spread of the flu and analyzing 
new strains as they appear, (ap)

Fear, Loathing and the Written Word 


Hunter S. Thompsons 
death marks elosing of 
a literary style and era 

LOS ANGELES I In a rare moment 
of nostalgia, Hunter S. Thompson 
once reflected on the 1960s, the era 
that had formed him as a writer, as a 
time when “we were riding the crest 
of a high and beautiful wave.” 

Looking back at the era, he said: 
“You can almost see the high-water 
mark — the place where the wave 
finally broke and rolled back.” 

Thompson’s suicide Sunday at 
age 67 now gives those words from 
his 1971 classic, “Fear and Loathing 
in Las Vegas,” a special poignan- 
cy. Because the style of writing he 
invented — “gonzo journalism” 
— surely reached its peak with 
its creator. 



Hunter S. Thompson was known for his 
acerbic, counterculture writing style. 


Thompson was often linked with 
fellow writers Gay Talese and Tom 
Wolfe as part of a troika of literary 
titans who invented a reporting style 
known as the New Journalism. 


“At this time of political correct- 
ness, he was never politically cor- 
rect, and that is what I’ll miss the 
most about him,” Talese told The 
Associated Press Monday. 

Indeed, Thompson never seemed 
to care whom he offended. He once 
suggested former President Bush 
should be brutally stomped by vot- 
ers and dismissed former President 
Clinton as a white -trash hillbilly. 

He enjoyed taking a story assign- 
ment and turning it on its head, out- 
raging editors in the process. 

“Every editor that I know, myself 
included, was willing to accept a cer- 
tain prima donna journalism in the 
demands he would make,” recalled 
Paul Krassner, of the leftist maga- 
zine The Realist. “They were willing 
to risk all of his irresponsible behav- 
ior in order to share his talent with 
their readers.” johnrogers(ap)

Bush Offers Tougher Talk on Russia 


Lays groundwork for 
frankness at summit 
with Putin in 3 days 

BRUSSELS, BELGIUM I President Bush 
scolded Russia for backsliding on 
democracy and urged Mideast 
allies to take difficult steps for 
peace, appealing for Europe’s help 
in both troubled areas to “set his- 
tory on a hopeful course.” 

Bush opened the first full day of 
his fence-mending tour of Europe 
with a gesture of reconciliation, 
hosting an elegant dinner for 
French President Jacques Chirac, 
the harshest critic of the U.S. inva- 
sion of Iraq. Dozens of other world 
leaders were hurrying to Brussels

for twin summits Tuesday at NATO 
and the European Union. 

Three days before meeting with 
Russian President Vladimir Putin 
in Slovakia, Bush admonished 
the Russian leader to “renew a 
commitment to democracy and 
the rule of law.” Putin has raised 
alarms in the West by consolidat- 
ing power, rolling back democrat- 
ic reforms and curbing press and 


political freedoms. 

The president has been push- 
ing Putin — some say not strongly 
enough — to work toward demo- 
cratic reforms and transparency 
in government. 

“We recognize that reform will 
not happen overnight,” Bush said. 
“We must always remind Russia that 
our alliance stands for a free press, 
a vital opposition, the sharing of 
power and the rule of law.” 

Bush said the United States and 
all European countries “should place 
democratic reform at the heart of 
their dialogue with Russia.” The pres-

Person Killed in 
Apartment Blaze 


Morning fire causes 
damage to historic 
site in Woodley Park 

WASHINGTON | One person was killed 
Monday when fire broke out in a 
top floor apartment at a historic 
Northwest Washington building, 
authorities said. 

Firefighters were called to the 
Woodley Park Towers around 
10:15 a.m. and found flames 
shooting from the windows of an 
apartment on the fifth floor. After 
extinguishing the fire, they found 
the victim inside the burned out 
apartment. 

Residents believe the victim is a 
76 -year- old disabled woman who 
lived there. 


But investigators said the body 
was burned beyond recognition. 

Investigators believe the victim 
was smoking and set something 
afire. D.C. Fire and Emergency 
Medical Services spokesman Alan 
Etter said nothing appeared to be 
suspicious. Damage was tentatively 
estimated at $120,000. 

By early afternoon, building 
management was already work- 
ing to repair water damage in 
other units. No one was expected 
to be displaced. 

The building is located off 
Connecticut Ave., near the National 
Zoo. Constructed in the late 1920s, it 
has a rich history, with past tenants 
reportedly including former President 
Lyndon B. Johnson, during his days

Healing Help 


A Maryland-based 
chain sells products 
for those with cancer 

PRODUCTSI Marianne Kelly didn’t 
know where to find help when she 
was diagnosed with a brain tumor 
almost 20 years ago. It wasn’t so 
much a question of medical treat- 
ment; it was everything else with 
battling cancer that over- 
whelmed her. 

Where to find pants with 
an elastic waistband, because 
steroids caused her tummy 
to double? What makeup 
would cover acne she got 
from chemotherapy, but not 
irritate her sensitive skin? 

Where to buy a wig and hat 
to cover the hair loss? 

“Clinically, I was 
doing well, but I was very 
depressed,” Kelly said. “I was 
feeling very ugly. The physi- 
cians were concentrating on 
healing the tumor, but they 
had no idea how to deal with 
issues like blotchy skin and how to 
apply makeup. There was such a 
void in that part of recovery.” 

That is no longer the case. From 
cookbooks to spas and dietary sup- 
plements, ahuge industry has grown 


to serve cancer patients and those 
coping with cancer, but there is still 
a need for caution. 

“Cancer marketing needs to be 
looked at with a critical eye,” said 
Barbara Brenner of Breast Cancer 
Action, adding, “every company 
that’s selling a product is trying to 
make money, and people should not 
lose track of that.” 

There is a wide variety of prod- 
ucts available out there, from 
organic noni juice, purport- 
edly full of cancer-fight- 
ing nutrients that kill can- 
cer cells, to self-examination 
gloves that reduce friction 
against skin for those with 
breast cancer. 

Kelly started the Image 
Recovery Center in 1993 
to help patients comfort- 
ably shop for products and 
services. Opening her first 
center in Union Memorial 
Hospital in Baltimore, Kelly, 
54, offered such products as 
nail polishes without formal- 
dehyde, which was too harsh 
on thin nails; mouthwashes without 
alcohol, which could irritate skin; 
and prostheses and wigs. There’s 
now an Image Recovery Center at 
nine other hospitals, dan thanh dang

irony was that someone had given 
him a copy of my EP, ‘Rockitty Roll,’ 
a month beforehand, so apparently 
I didn’t even need to make all that 
strenuous effort to see him.” 

Doughty said he knew he wanted 
Matthews to appear on the album, 
but how to fit him in was not imme- 
diately apparent. “I’ve always envied 
hip-hop artists, because they can 
come in and do a verse,” he noted. 
“It’s difficult to do that in the con- 
text of a pop song. So I asked Dave 
to sing a verse of this song and just 
said, ‘Pretend you’re Lil’ Kim!”’ 

As for what else listeners can 
expect from “Haughty Melodic,” 
Doughty described the sound as 
“a lot like the ‘Madchester’ bands 
of the late ’80s, early ’90s. You 
ask an artist and he’s going to say 
something completely unlike what 
it actually sounds like. But to me 
it’s a very American take on that 
sound. It’s kind of dancey. There’s 
a lot of congas.” 

Doughty is gearing up to tour in 
support of the album. Beforehand, 
fans can watch out for Doughty’s 
involvement in two non -musical 
projects.

Marketing a Winner 



Ken Jennings’ hot 
streak has its own 
consumer presence 

SHILLING I The answer is Nancy 
Zerg, and Ken Jennings knows 
the trivia question all too well: 

Who defeated Ken Jennings on 
“Jeopardy!”? 

Zerg may be long remembered 
for that feat and nothing more, but 
Jennings already is in the televi- 
sion history books for his unequaled 
run last year on the venerable game 
show. His final take: $2,522,700, a 
record for TV game shows. 

Jennings appeared at the 
American Toy Fair to promote a new 
board game put out by University 
Games called “Can You Beat Ken?” 
In it, up to four contestants try to 
top Jennings’ streak by answering 
an assortment of trivia questions. 

Jennings earned his celebrity 
over the course of 75 appearances 
on “Jeopardy!” from June through 


November. The soft-spoken Salt 
Lake City resident stunned the stu- 
dents of the game by giving 2,642 
correct answers to the 2,881 ques- 
tions asked, a percentage of 91.7. 

Asked which question was the 
hardest, Jennings chuckled, “The 
last one.” As the months passed, 
Jennings said he often felt “hyper 
... but what helped me along the way 
was doing the same thing over and 


over again. 

Besides lending his name to the 
game, Jennings is also working on 
a book and has done endorsements 
for Cingular and Allstate. 

In the spring, he’s booked to 
appear in a special tournament of 
“Jeopardy!” champions. 

“But they won’t let me back 
for more than that,” he said.

Endgame for 
ACC Tradition 


THE ATLANTIC COAST CONFERENCE 

is a basketball conference. 

Excuse me. The ACC was a bas- 
ketball conference. 

In the league’s first 51 years, 
most of its tradition was founded 
on the court. The ACC has for years 
been one of the best basketball con- 
ferences in the nation. 

But this year, everything 
changed. Three schools were added 
to give the league the 12 needed for 
a lucrative football title bout — at 
the expense of the storied basket- 
ball tradition. 

While Boston College will 
certainly 
strengthen 
the competi- 
tion next sea- 
son, Miami 
and Virginia 
Tech were 
added with 
only football 
in mind, even 
if they have 
done surisingly well on the court. 

One thing that made the ACC 
so special was its home-and-home 
series. Each team played every other 
team in the league twice, allowing for 
a true regular season champion. 

But each school is now only guar- 
anteed to play its two “primary part- 
ners” and four other schools twice 
each season, with only one match 
against the four remaining teams. 
So much for a true champion. 

To remedy this problem, why not 
cut back on some of the cupcake non- 
conference games? While it’s nice to 
pad the win total and boost team 
morale with lopsided wins over infe- 
rior schools, ACC teams could easily 
eliminate some of the fluff match- 
es and add a few more in the con- 
ference. While it won’t completely 
restore the tradition, it’s a start. 

Until then, ACC basketball 
fans may have to get used to foot- 
ball as king.

Redskins’ Coles Set for Go Pattern 


Gibbs denies team will release star receiver 


R E D S K I N S I First Rod Gardner, now 
Laveranues Coles. The Washington 
Redskins could lose both their top 
receivers after an unsatisfying sea- 
son in coach Joe Gibbs’ offense. 

Coles has met with Gibbs twice 
to state his desire to leave the 
Redskins, including a forthright 
conversation the day after the 
season ended, an official within 
the league told The Associated 
Press on condition of anonymity 
Monday. The Redskins, in turn, 
have told Coles they want him to 
have surgery on the chronic toe 


injury that has plagued him the 
last two seasons, a procedure that 
Coles has been reluctant to under- 
go, the source said. 

Gibbs called reporters to 
Redskins Park on Monday to address 
the Coles situation, but the coach 
offered few details. “I’ve had talks 
with him,” Gibbs said. “Everything 
that we’ve discussed is going to be 
between me and him.” 

Coles’ meetings with Gibbs were 
first reported by The Washington 
Post, but Gibbs said the Post’s report 
that the meetings were likely to lead

to Coles’ release was “inaccurate.” 

Coles will find it difficult to get an 
outright release from the Redskins 
unless he is willing to give back some 
of the $13 million signing bonus he 
received when he signed a seven-year,

from the New York Jets two years ago. 
The Redskins could instead grant 
Coles permission to seek a trade, as 
they have with Gardner, but Gibbs 
said that had not been done as of 
Monday.

N AT 1 0 N A L S I Vinny Castilla arrived 
at spring training and immediately 
found himself the victim of a club- 
house prank. 

The nameplate above Castilla’s 
locker in the Washington Nationals 
clubhouse read “Vinny Castilla 6.” 
There was no practice jersey inside. 
Castilla, whose preferred jersey is 
No. 9, tried to act a bit perturbed 
before pitcher and fellow Mexican 
Esteban Loaiza fessed up. 

Loaiza, it seems, had talked the 
equipment manager into making a 
nameplate with Castilla’s number 
upside down. Once the jig was up, 
Loiaza returned the correct name- 
plate and Castilla’s No. 9 jersey, and 


the pair exchanged laughs and some 
friendly banter in Spanish.

entire roster on hand at the Space 
Coast Stadium complex. Seven of 
the eight position players projected 
for the starting lineup were among 
those who ventured to the practice 
field after their physicals for a round 
of batting practice, a day ahead of 
the first official team workout. 

Castilla is one of those newcom- 
ers, having signed a two-year, $6.2 
million deal as a free agent from the 
Colorado Rockies. He hit .271 with 
35 homers and an NL-leading 131 
RBIs last season, but he turned 38 
two weeks ago. 

The Nationals signed Castilla 
first and foremost because he was 
relatively inexpensive, but manager 
Frank Robinson also wanted to add 
veteran leadership to his team. “It’s a 
young club with a lot of great talent,” 
Castilla said. “We’re going to win a 
lot of games.”

One man’s stuffed 
animals are another 
man’s creative craft 


for painting the feet of birds, or the 
challenge of storytelling in the con- 
fined parameters of a mounting case 
or the creative use of empty space 
when composing a scene. 

Not so long ago, taxidermy was 
a dying enterprise. But Finazzo

You could see Tony Finazzo’s house in 
San Bernardino, Calif, from a block 
away. His place was the one with a 
12 -foot blue marlin in the driveway, 
awaiting pickup by a customer. 

If you want to get on Tony’s good 
side, you acknowledge this torpedo - 
sized fish as a work of art. The same 
with the pintail ducks, caribou, deer, 
elk and the rattlesnakes, boar, par- 
rots, sheep, chickens, brown trout 
and all the rest of the no -longer- 
living creatures that come out of 
his workshop — artistic realism of 
the most realistic sort. 

“There’s been a big push to have 
taxidermy seen as an art,” Finazzo 
said. “So instead of the snarling, 
growling bear, you see animals 
presented a lot more subtly, more 
relaxed in their natural settings.” 

As a consequence, the taxider- 
mist is apt to talk about techniques 



rooster mounted on the handle of 
a weather-worn shovel. 

Lately, some self-styled “rogues” 
have stirred up the business with 
unconventional mounts and styl- 
ized creations of fantasy animals. 
But Finazzo sticks to the traditional 
aspiration of the taxidermist: “To 
make the animal as alive as pos- 
sible.” 

While his fish are 
reproductions — fiber- 
glass and paint with 
nothing from an animal 
itself except the inspira- 
tion of a photograph — his 
other creations are the real 
thing, including mammals, 
reptiles and Finazzo’s pas- 
sion, birds. 

“There’s a mystery to them that 
intrigues me,” he said. “And they’re 
not very easy to make look good.” 

JOHN BALZAR (LOS ANGELES TIMES) 


sees renewed interest in this old- 
fashioned form of virtual real- 
ity. The California Association of 
Taxidermists has 300 members, 
with Finazzo in his fourth year as 
president. A company that supplies 
the trade has 2,000 customers in the 
state. At least four periodicals serve 
the trade, and 40 taxidermy conven- 
tions and competitions are scheduled 
around the United States. 

True, hunting is in decline in the 
United States. But an artist with a 
reputation like Finazzo remains in 
demand. He has ‘’several freezers

Besides, game trophies 
are no longer the sole 
concern of the taxider- 
my trade. Off the main hallway of 
his home, Finazzo’s cluttered “bird 
room” is notable not just for ducks 
and grouse, but also barnyard birds 
and half a dozen parrots — the lat- 
ter captive animals that died of nat- 
ural causes. One of Finazzo’s five
